The increasing prices of lumber 
in La Crosse as well as elsewhere in 
the northwest are convincing proof 
of its scarcity. 
It is reported that 
good ties for railways are becoming 
even more scarce. How rapidly these 
ties deteriorate and have to be replac­ 
ed with new ones is familiar to Wino- 
nans who have walked along the 
tracks of the Chicago Great W estern 
road, formerly the Winona and South 
W estern on the south side of Lake 
Wenona. 
The original ties put in 
there were not very good and they 
deteriorated quite rapidly. 
The use of concrete as a building 
m aterial is coming to the front in 
W inona, where it has been adopted 
Entirely for the new buildings of the 
Union Fibre company and is also 
being used to some extent in other 
structures. 
It is now said th at con­ 
crete Is to help railway construction 
in supplying 
concrete instead 
of 
wooden ties. 
In the first issue o f the 
Cement World, devoted to the inter­ 
ests of concrete construction, an in­ 
teresting article is included from the 
pen of Win. Reuther on the use of 
concrete ties on railways.

$300,000.

Haskel W ithee and G. S. Andrus are 
named as the principal stockholders. 
When asked regarding the m atter 
Mr. Andrus said: 
“ We do not, however, propose to 
m ake any additions to our factory 
on Indian hill. 
Had the causeway 
been constructed across the m arsh 
as requested by this company, we 
would now he ready to enlarge our 
plant. 
We expect to continue the 
m anufacture of rubbers and rubber 
boots and later, when conditions are 
right, something may be done in the 
way of enlarging the plant.
